A WHIFF OF OLD ROMANCE. . 

Col. Mike Sheridan has about completed 
his labors as the historian of the President's 
trip, and it is only just that a good word 
should be said for him, He has been pro- 
vokingly slow at times, and has shown an un- 
worthy disposition to claim all the honors 
for himself and deny other reporters all 
credit for supplementing his shortcomings, 
but then it must be conceded that in his 
deseriptions of seenery the Colonel has been 


| altogether admirable. He has done much to 


stir up the - public’ imagination to a 

proper appreciation of the beauties and glories 

of Nature, As thé official historian 

of the President’s trip the Colonel has been 

able to reach a class of readers who would 

not ordinarily consent to open a book of 

travels or read a page of poetic description, 
but who feel in duty bound to follow with 

eare any such important matter as the record - 
of a Presidentiai journey. It is this class 

which the Colonel has beguiled into the 

reading of poetic description cleverly dis- 

in the form of written in 

prose, 


‘The prosaic are the ones who most need 
something to arouse the imagination and 
stimulate the jaded fancies, But manifest 
and undisguised poetic des¢ription is always 
an abomination with this class. They will 
have none of it. They want the plain facts 
of news dispatches and sedulo usly avoid 
letters written from resorts in the mountains 
or the alpine regions of Switzerland. The 
most urgent persuasions would not induce 
them to read a page of undisguised poetry. 
Yet with a love for the plain facts of 
current history, they esteem it almost a 
moral duty to Keep thoroughly informed 
as to the movements of the President from 
day to day, and thus when Col. Sheridan 
was announced as the official historian of the 
Presidential journey the most prosaic gave 
him their unreserved confidence, and have 
since perused his chronicles with the utmost 
fidelity. They never read so much poetry 


detore in all their lives, and it is found with 


many of them that these dispatches have 
awakened fancies and tastes that were not 
dead, but only sleeping. It only needed that 
some one should get their confidence and at- 
tention to awaken a slumbéring love for the 
picturesque and the grand. With the first 
effort of his pen the official historian caused 
the most hard-headed and matter-of-fact 
reader to recall the time of his-own 
youth when fancy was young and the imagi- 
nation unchilled. He was brought to face 
again the bright pictureof boyhood in which 
all the details were filled up with “Ind 

tomahawks, hunters, wigwams, scouts, 


wild game. Indeed, this picture of aboriginal 


life aroused desires which the historian’s 
truthful narrative would not satisfy, and 
miserable weavers of fiction took advantage 
of the spirit Col. Sheridan had raised and 
gained cpedulous’ readers for stories of 
banditti swearing by u daggers in the 
moonlight to spirit the President away to 
some of the fastnesses of r 
there hold him for a ransom. 

But Col. Sheridan himself dealt only with 
the trappings and surroundings of romance.

The “ pungent” paragrapher of the Com- 
merciad inquires; “ Why. should not the Gov- 
ernment undertake the express business?“ Is 
lie ignorant of the fact that the Government 
has undertaken the express business on a 
large scale? Government carries books and 
mailabie merehandise in packages weighing | 
less than four pounds to the amount of thou- 
sands of tons annually. It has come into 
direct competition in this field with the 
established monopolies and has driven their 


but for Government competition. 

“Why,” inquires this journalistic Tapper- 
tit, “does not the Government go inte rall- 
roading, steamboating, and the newspaper 
and saloon business?” The State Govern- 
ments have gone into” raliroading very 
largely by establishing commissions to pro- 
tect the people against the aggressions of 
monopolies, by fixing rates of ‘fares and 
freight, and by imposing regulations for the 
movements of trains and the safety and con- 
venience of the publi¢, The National Gov- 
ernment, if it does its duty, will 
soon make similar. provisions for the 
regulation of “commerce between the 
States.” The Government would doubtless 
“go into” the newspaper business in the 
same way if the newspaper business were a 
monopoly, But as it id open to legitimate 
competition the Government has no occasion 
to print newspapers, and nobody would read 
them if it did. The Government goes into the 
Saloon business“ by making stringent reg- 
viations as to the manner in which it shall 
be conducted, requiring lawfal licenses and 
in some ceses exacting large fees for the 


privilege of keeping saloons. The Govern- 


ment holds that the saloon business, the rail- 
road business, and the expréss business re- 
quire strict regulation, and it directly or in- 
directly puts its hand upon them all. 

Who can be so dull as not to see that the 
transmission of news by telegraph is as 
proper a function of Government as the 
transmission of news by mail? What is 
there so mysterious and sacred about a tele- 
graph wire that the Government may not 
own one and use it for tiie convenience of 
the people ? 

The essence of all arguments in favor of 
postal telegraphy iy this country lies in the 
fact that the business of sending news by 
telegraph is now in the hands df a huge 
monopoly which has the public at its mercy ; 
and th is power is too great and the conse- 
quences of abusing it too momentous to per- 
mit of its being continued exclusively in the 
hands of private individuals. We do not 
wish to interfere with existing rights or

CAUSE OF CRIMES—THE REMEDY. 

Let the crimes that have been born of rack- 
renting and eviction, and the insurrections 
that have been begotten of alien misgovern- 
ment answer. Murder and outrage in civil- 
ized communities are not epidemic without 
sufficient cause, no more than are those 
physical diseases which perivdically scourge 
Eastern cities for their neglect of sanitary 
precautions. It is against human nature to 
believe that the Irish people will persist in 
agrarian outrage if the source of these 
crimes is remdéVed and the industrial 
masses are permitted the enjoyment of 
their natural rights. To eliminate the 
cause of crime from a country 
is surely a more moral work and moré 
worthy the support of religion than is a hos- 
tile “ neutrality ’’ to a cause, the success of 
which will affect that among other blessings 
for Ireland. And had the clergy of this 
country joined the Land-League movement 
for no other motive than that of lessening the 
incentives to violence and murdgr that were 
inherent in the system of rdism, they 
would be as truly performing a duty to their 
sacred calling as if the church itself had 
preached a crusade against the social rinder- 
pest that is responsible for almost every 
moral disease afflicting the life of rs Th is 

But it may be objected “ The Land League 
incited to lawlesness and outrage, and re- 
ligion cannot sanction the employment of 
immoral means even for the accomplishing 
of moral ends.” The first is the stereotyped 
calumny of thé London press and rests upon 
nothing more reliable than prejudice for 
foundation. . Every investigation that has 
been held in connection with the agitation. 
from the State trials of 1879 in Sligo to the 
attack upon Parnell by Forster during the 
present session of Parliament has fajled to 
establish a single case against the 
league or to supply any proof to 
sustain the charges of complicity with 
outrages which have been so repeatedly 
leveled against it by its enemies. Contem- 
porary crime is no evidence of complitity in 
its commission. Agrarian murder was in- 
eidental to-the exercise of the inhuman pre- 
rogatives which landlordism wielded with a 
hand of iron. But the Land League did 
battle against -rent and eviction, and 
thousands of crimes equal in atrocity to any 
“of the last three years were on record against 
the instigating cause of Irish landlordism 
generations previous to the inception of the 
land agitation.

resent the injustice, and the most conclusive 
argument that tyranny and robvery were the
